2. The urgency of the situation, the civilian train due to depart at 
1600 hrs on the same day meant that trucks had to be obtained at very short 
notice, and difficulties arose regarding obtaining these without written 
authority to P.B.S. to supply. 


3-e It would be of the greatest value on future occasions if a short 
Administrative Instruction in writing could be given to P.B.S. instructing them 
to supply transport and labour at short notice on demand. Assistance to cover, 
handling of refugees ex ship, transport, rations at station or wharf and 
rations for journey.

places in Palestine is limited and that any admission of Jews from 
Italy or other safe countries must reduce the possibility of accepting 
in Palestine fresh refugees from enemy countries. Since the end of 
March over 1,200 Jewish refugees from Rowmania have reached Palestine 
via Istanbul, and prospect of continuance of immigration from eneny 
countries on this or larger scale makes it improbable that large number 
of certificates can be made availeble for refugees in Italy. 


I am examining question of alternative destinations for Jewish 
refugees in Italy who cannot be included in Palestine quotas. It would 
be inconvenient to send them to Fedhala, (even if French agreed) as 
accommodation there should be kept in reserve for any possible future 
influx of stateless Jewish refugees from France into Spain. 


It is important in general thet Jews should not (repeat not) be 
referred to and treated as such,but, save of course where they are 
stateless, should always be referred to and treated as citizens of 
particular nationality to which they may belong, e.g. Poles, Hungarians, 
Yugoslavs etc, It would lead to confusion to drift into the practice 
under which various -.llied Govermuients with nationals in Italy were 
enabled to evade responsibility for all their Jewish nationals.

As accommodation 
in Itely is limited, and as the present ban on the evacuation of 
refugees with Allied assistance cannot be enforced indefinitely, 
acceptance of these persons may well be dependent upon there being 
available accommodation for thea, or for other refugees received 
in Italy, either in Mideast or French North Africa. Until such 
time as alternative accommodation can be arranged it will be nec- 
essary that these 2,000 Jews from Hungary should be considered as 
part of the total of approximstely 15,000 refugees who have been 
agreed for acceptance by Mideast over and above the total already 
evacuated from Italy to that area, It is intended that the ban 
on evacuation of refugees with Allied assistance from Yugoslavia 
should be lifted so soon as arrangerents can be completed for 
their reception in French North Africa.

1. Present arrangements are that civilian relief in Italy is 
dispensed by the combined American and British Red Cross, Relief is 
dispensed without discrimination as to nationality or religious belief. 
The Italian Red Cross is being re-organised for operation solely in “ 
relation to Italian nationals, and is functioning to a stridly limited © 
extent in Italy, Sicily, and Sardinia. The International Red Cross has ° 
established agencies in Naples, Palermo, and Cagliari, but is not conm- © 
cerned with civilian relief. Supplies have been received by both the. s) 
American and British Red Cross, and further supplies are phased for de-~- , 
livery to the former from the United States. 3 


2. The problem of civilian relief in Italy may most easily be 
viewed by dividing those persons who are in need of relief into two 
groups, i.e. Itelians, whether displaced or resident, and all other 
egories. any of the resident Italians are in as much need as 
or nationality of refugees or displaced persons, and to the 
ded approximately 50,000 Italians who have been displaced by reason of 
military operations and are now homeless and often destitute, and whose 
numbers are likely to increase by perhaps 10,000 to 15,000 monthly. The 
magnitude and urgency of this aspect of the general relief problem has re- 
sulted in the greater part of the facilities and attention of the combined 
American and British Red Cross being devoted to its solution. of the non- 
Italians in need of relief Yugoslavs constitute ahe tulk: Jews, whether 
Yugoslav or of other nationalities, represent a special problem. In respect 
of the Belgian, Dutch, French, Greek, Norwegian and Russian displaced per- 


Commission. Similarly, the Polish and Czechoslovak Missions are looking 
after their displaced nationals, although the Polish Mission is 

assume little responsibility for Jews, many of whom have been long akeent 
from Polani. Yugoslavs trans-shipped to Italy from the Dalmatian coast 
are being evacuated to Mideast, and require only that adequate arrange- 
ments shall be made for their administration during transit through Italy. 
Primarily, then, the continuing task of the Allied Control Commission, 
apart from the problem of Italian nationals in need of relief, is that 
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ef caring for Jows, whether Yugoslav or of other nationality, or whether 
stateless in law or in fact. 


3. Very few, probably under 1,000, of Italy's normal Jewish po- 
pulation of about 40,000 are in South Italy, but of these about half are 
displaced and many destitute. Of the foreign refugees who have been in 
Italy for two years or more there appear to be about 20,000 in Southern 
Italy. Among the 5,000 alien Jewish refugees in Italy perhaps 2,250 are 
Yugoslavs, and the remainder are principally of German, Austrian, Czech, 
or Polish extraction. In enemy occupied Italy it is estimated that there 
are about 50,000 non-Jewish Yugoslavs, andi 15,000 non-Italian Jews who 
will later become a commitment. 


4. Present arrangements for the relief of Italians, whether resid- 
ent or displaced, are considered satisfactory, but it is recommended that 
steps should be taken to ensure the dispensation of adquate relief, and 
where possible to arrange for the repatriation or evacuation, of non- 
Italian displaced persons in Italy, particularly Jews. To this end it is 
desired that a Resident Representative of the Intergovernmental Comzittee 
on Refugees should be appointed to Italy. The suggestion that a representa- 
tive of the Committee should be appointed was made in a cable in November 
1943 from the Combined Chiefs of Staff (TAB "A"), but at that time it was 
felt th:t a decision as to whether a representative should be appointed 
should be deferred until after the visit of the Vice-Director of the Com 
mittee to Itely (TAB "B"). The Vice-Director, Ure Patrick Malin, has now 
completed his visit and we have had the opportunity to discuss with him 
the problems of relief in, and the evacuation of persons fran, 
Itely. The appointment of a representative would be of considerable as—- 
sistance both to this Headquarters and to the Allied Control Commission, 
to whom he would be attached, in facilitating the evacuation & 
tion of displaced persons. The individual nominated by the Committee as 
their Resident Representative in Italy is Sir Clifford Heathcote-Smith, 
lately H.5.M. Consul-General in Alexandria.
